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Envoy 
has hope 
for peace 
accords

Israeli ambassador Itamar Rabino- 
vich said Tuesday that the recent Middle 
East peace accord is a “workable agree- 
ment” for Israel and. the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization to gain trust and 
confidence in each other within the next 
few years. 

“We have not resolved the conflict 
between the Israelis and Palestinians,” 
Rabinovich said Tuesday at a GW 
Lecture Series-sponsored speech. “We 
have hopefully ended . the violent 
conflict between us. Certainly we have 
transformed it into a political conflict.” 

Rabinovich discussed the peace 
treaty between Israel and the PLO and 
Israel’s future diplomatic ventures with 
other Arabic states. 

He stressed the importance of the 
expanded acceptance and normalization 
of Israel in the Middle East. “What 
happened on Sept. 13 was not yet full 
peace, but recognition and acceptance 
was given to us by a second Arab party, 
by the Palestinians,” he said. Egypt offi- 
cially recognized Israel first in 1979. 

Rabinovich said the meeting between 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat and Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzak Rabin in 
Washington last month was monumen-

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GW graduate killed 
in Moscow cross fire 

Lawyer is first US . fatality, State Dep y t says

A 1992 National Law Center graduate killed Sunday during the attack of a 
Moscow television station is the first reported American fatality since fighting 
broke out there last weekend, the State Department said Wednesday. 

Terry Michael Duncan, of Baton Rouge, La. , was shot in the head Sunday even- 
ing trying to save an injured New York Times photographer, his father Bob 
Duncan said. Duncan, 26, graduated in May 1992. 

State Department spokesman Gary Sheaffer said a group of pro-Parliament 
forces tried to overrun the Ostankino television transmitting station Sunday. The 
two-day attack resulted in at least 150 deaths and 600 injuries, The Washington 
Post reported Wednesday. 

Duncan’s was the first reported American death since Sunday’s attack, Sheaffer 
said. Six Americans were also reported injured. 

The lawyer was in Moscow for eight months with a colleague to “learn the ins 
and outs of setting up businesses in Russia,” his father said. 

Duncan s father said two witnesses told him his son was in a crowd outside the 
Moscow television station when shooting broke out. “Michael helped several 
people get out of danger,” his father said. One of those people included New York 
Times photographer Otto Pohl, who was shot in the lungs, his father said. 

Duncan got caught in cross fire and was fatally shot in the head trying to save 
him. Pohl survived the attack, according to New Y ork Times Picture Editor Nancy 

“I don’t think you have to be brave to do heroic things,” Bob Duncan said. “This 
was on the spur of the moment. He probably didn’t give it a thought.” 

Duncan’s father said he last talked to his son three weeks ago. He said he tried to 
call his son Monday morning but could not get through. The Slate Department then 
notified him Monday afternoon of his son’s death. 

Duncan said his son planned to leave Russia Oct. 27. 

Area students gather 
to fight housing bill

Students who did not qualify for financial aid or who want 
to supplement their aid may be eligible for a new government

Students can use the loan to supplement their need-based 
afford Loan or other financial aid, such as work study, 
tnancial aid assistant director Jennifer Perry said. Perry also 
s ™ if a student did not receive a Stafford Loan, they have a 
8°od chance of getting the unsubsidized loan. 

1 he unsubsidized loan is similar to the regular Stafford 
5! ‘. n the amount a student can borrow. But unlike the 
bsidized loan, the student — not the government — pays 
a e Merest on the loan. Perry said. The loans are bank loans 
• c. „ slUc * ents can go through any bank that participates in 
utiord Loans. 

'udetns can P a y the interest in monthly installments or 
er u f or U p to s j x m o n ths after they graduate. Perry said it is 
. e r for students to pay the interest in monthly installments 
w , a !* se somc banks add the interest to the loan principle, 
lc h increases the principle and later interest charges. 


The amount of the loan varies, depending on the student’s 
year in school. For both the Stafford and the Unsubsidized 
Stafford, freshmen can borrow up to $2,625 a year, sopho- 
mores can borrow up to $3,500 a year, juniors and seniors are 
limited to $5,500 a year and graduate students can borrow up 
to $8,500 a year, Arnett said. 

Undergraduate students can borrow up to $23,000 for their 
college career, while the limit for graduate students is 
$65,500. 

Almost all students are eligible for the loan. But juniors 
and seniors must have at least a 2.0 grade point average, and 
students whose costs are fully covered through outside prog- 
rams like ROTC are not eligible, Perry said. Students on 
academic probation or those who have a full Stafford Loan 
are also not eligible. 

Students can apply for the new loan anytime, but Perry 
suggested that students thinking about it for next semester 
apply as early as possible. To apply, students must fill out the 
Free Application for Federal Student Aid and a Stafford Loan 
Application with the Unsubsidized Stafford Loan 
Addendum. 

Perry said students may also have to provide tax forms or 
financial aid transcripts from other schools. So far this year, 
147 students have taken advantage of the new loan. Perry 
said.

The Capital Consortium, a group of 
student association representatives from 
14 area colleges and universities, met 
Tuesday to plan unified opposition 
against a housing bill before the D.C. 
Council. 

The Rooming House Licensing 
Amendment of 1993 would require any 
“single family dwelling” occupied by 
more than four unrelated people to be 
licensed as a rooming house. The 
license costs are minimal, but zoning 
prohibits rooming houses in some areas 
of the city, especially around George- 
town and American universities and 
some areas around GW. 

The consortium decided on a “three- 
pronged attack” against the bill, focus- 
ing on the D.C. Council, the madia and 
forming an alliance with non-college 
organizations also affected by the bill. 

The first part, headed by George- 
town, focuses on the council. It would 
organize such activities as petitions, 
rallies, phone banks flooding the coun- 
cil office and meeting individually with 
the council members to lobby against 


the bill. 

“I’m kidding about a march, but we 
need someone to take notice,” said 
Kevin Ehrhart, a representative from 
Georgetown’s Student Association. 
Jamal Green, vice president of George- 
town’s SA, said they have already 
begun collecting signatures for a peti- 
tion opposing the bill and have organ- 
ized a phone bank. 

Mount Vernon Student Government 
President Kista Karch is organizing 
media events to help defeat the bill. She 
said she had been in contact with the Fox 
television network and plans to contact 
other networks and publications in the 
District. 

Paul Hamilton, executive vice presi- 
dent for GW’s Student Association, said 
he will try to form alliances with other 
organizations that will be hurt by the 
bill. So Others May Eat, one such orga- 
nization, said group homes for its volun- 
teers may have to close. Hamilton said 
he is also trying to contact local resi- 
dents’ groups.

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The recession is over, right? We have heard those words from politi- 
cians numerous times since 1990, signifying the end of the relative hard- 
ship and the start of prosperity. Eventually, some government report 
would come out to show that the U.S. economy has not improved. The 
past has repeated itself in the present with the Census Bureau’s report 
that the number of Americans living in poverty rose for the third straight 
year, up to 36.9 million. 

The bureau tried to spin this jump as statistically insignificant, but 
when compared with numbers from the pre-recession era, a truly disturb- 
ing trend emerges. Since 1989, the number of poor has increased by 5.4 
million, with the poverty rate rising 12.8 percent from 1989. The govern- 
ment must do something to reverse this decline. 

Traditionally, presidents have tried to encourage upswings in industry, 
leading to growth among citizens. According to these numbers, the 
trickle-down practices of the past have accomplished nothing for the 
nation. The problem of the economy may be slow and not glamorous, 
but it is essential for the country and its future. 

President Clinton has pushed welfare reform since early in his 
campaign, but he has not moved on that subject. Clinton is juggling loo 
many swords to pick up a new one, but refusing to tackle this problem 
could continue to burden the nation, which increasingly we cannot afford. 

In addition, the Census Bureau reported that 37.4 million citizens — 

14.7 percent of the population — live without health insurance. The 
percentage of privately-insured individuals had its biggest drop in two 
years while more people who do not meet the government definition of 
poverty go without insurance. All together, it is about time to reform the 
health care system, and Congress must quickly find a way to make it a 
reality. 

Health care reform is not good enough on its own, though. The nation 
needs to combine it with significant incentives to jump-start the economy 
and reclaim the ranks who joined the poor in the past three years. 
Recognizing the problems of “the economy, stupid” got Clinton to office. 
Now, he must remember to act. 

Going for broke 

The U.S. Supreme Court dealt a fatal blow to universities financing 
campus groups through a student fee this week, barring the University of 
Califomia-Berkeley from making its students fund groups that they do 
not agree with. This decision opens the way for financial chaos that will 
handcuff student groups and even force some from existence. 

Funding is not a matter of free speech, as long as the school does not 
discriminate in how it gives money to groups. University appropriations 
gives organizations the equality of opportunity, an even footing to estab- 
lish the basics of organization. It is how they use these dollars, not the 
funds itself, which is the point of contention. 

Money can go to a variety of uses, but the ruling — a decision from 
the state Supreme Court that the federal justices refused to hear — does 
not recognize that. Providing refreshments, funding a dance or paying for 
copies are not political events; yet students now have a vote over all the 
operations of all campus groups. 

Most likely, Berkeley will institute a voluntary fee. Most students will 
probably save themselves the $21 fee, essentially eliminating the funding 
system. This will not just affect the political student groups, but all 
student groups, including the smaller ones that base their entire budget 
on school money. Instead of diversity in purposes and size, the new 
system will favor large groups that can fund their activities through dues, 
and therefore cut down the free exchange of ideas. 

Education does not come entirely from the classroom. Whether politi- 
cal, religious or just fun in nature, these organizations are part of the 
essential university experience and can attract prospective students to the 
school. Instead of promoting free speech, this policy reduces freedom of 
choice and imposes the tyranny of the majority. 

Some Berkeley students may think they are gaining from this decision, 
saving them some money and grief of hearing an opposing view. What 
they save for money, the students will pay for in the lack of freedom 
and education.

Multiple deductions were taken on 
student accounts due to problems with 
processing meal transactions at T.G.I.

All 
multiple transactions at Domino’s have 
been traced and student accounts have 
been credited for the amounts 
overcharged. 


Students are encouraged to check the 
balances on their receipts when they 
make a purchase. If students find any 
discrepancies, these discrepancies need 
to be brought to Dining Services atten- 
tion immediately so that the situation 
can be rectified. The Dining Service 
office is located on the first floor of the 
Marvin Center.

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I Senate bureaucratic bungles push 
! potential assets away from group 


I applied for the Student Association 
| freshman senator position in early 
September. However, due to some 
confusion in the SA office, my applica- 
tion was lost, and I was never contacted 
for an interview for the position. I am 
! writing this letter to express my disap- 
| proval of the situation and the disap- 
pointment at how it was handled by the 
I members of the SA Executive Board 
i and staff. 

I walked into the SA office Sept. 21, 
j inquiring as to the status of the position 
and when we would be informed of the 
final decision. I was told that the inter- 
views were going to be held on Sept. 26, 
and that I was not to leave my room 
because I had to wait for the phone call 
to notify me of the interview time. I did 
| not leave and eagerly awaited that call. 

The next day, Sept. 27, my friend 
! informed me that her roommate had 
already had her interview for the Senate 
position. Alarmed, I rushed to my room 
and called the S A office. I talked to the 
> person at the front desk and explained 
the situation. He said that he would 
notify the appropriate person about the 
‘ problem. 

Still restless, I decide to return to the 
SA office myself. I went there and 
talked with the people in the office and 
explained my situation. They were 
apparently unclear as to how to handle 
the dilemma. After explaining the prob- 
lem to several different people, I was 
finally told to write a note to Sue 
Walitsky, chairman of the Senate Rules 
Committee, about the problem. 

As I finished my note at the counter, a 
staffer suggested that I speak to Execu- 
tive Vice President Paul Hamilton. So 
tny next little trip was to his office.

The staffer then sent me 
back to Hamilton, who said that there 
was no interview scheduled and that he 
did not know if the Rules Committee 
would ever consider my application, 
even after all that had transpired. He told 
me to return periodically, again, to 
check and see if Walitsky came in to get 
my application. 

Before I left the office for the last time 
that night, I made sure to photocopy my 
application, just in case. I wrote another 
note for Walitsky and placed it on the 
application that I left for her. The other 
copy I left in Hamilton’s mailbox. Then 
Scott, a staffer in the office, apologized 
and kept on insisting that “if this (Senate 
position) doesn’t work out, there are 
plenty of other positions to fill. Don’t let 
this affect your participation.”

As much as I appreciated this well- 
intentioned consolation, I was still upset 
about the entire ordeal and how it was 
being handled. The point still remained 
that it was a Senate position I felt most 
qualified for and basically had my heart 
set on. However, I do not think that this 
meant much to them. 

The way this situation was handled 
was inappropriate and inconsiderate. I 
was sent on a wild goose chase for 
something that they never intended to 
offer me. By nature, I am a very public 
person. I gravitate toward leadership 
positions in general because that is 
where both my interests and talents lie. 

Of course, there are many other posi- 
tions on campus for which I could have 
run, but I held off because I wanted to 
ensure that I concentrate fully on this 
position. I never allow myself to attempt 
to handle more than I can, and I, for one, 


always aim to handle everything 
responsibly. But as it turns out, I did not 
even get the fair chance that I should 
have been guaranteed in the first place. 

I did not deserve what happened to 
me. I don’t think anybody does. I hope 
I’m not giving the impression that I’m 
whining over petty mistakes and seek- 
ing to badmouth the SA. That’s not my 
intention at all. I’m simply hurt that my 
chances were destroyed without any 
apology whatsoever, and frankly, I’m 
disgusted at the absolute lack of leader- 
ship skills that this SA has 
demonstrated.

I just hope that this never happens 
again.

The Senate is only one aspect of the S A. I will be the first to admit that the 
Senate is quite bureaucratic, and sometimes the paperwork becomes over- 
whelming. It is not hard to misplace one application in a two-week process. I 
cannot respond as to what exactly happened to his application. I am bound by 
the SA Constitution to keep out of the Senate’s business. Had I known before it 
was too late, I would have attempted to straighten out the situation. As for Paul 
Hamilton and Sue Walitsky I cannot say, but I have some amount of faith in 
their good intentions and cannot believe that any malice was intended. 

First, I would like to personally apologize to 
Rodney. We need more active, interested and 
dedicated students like him. As his letter states, 
“Scott, a staffer in the office apologizedand kept 
on insisting that . . . there are plenty of other 
positions to fill.” I am the Scott that spoke to 
Rodney, and I hope he believedme when I said it. 

However, as a personal note to Rodney, I would love to have him on my 
Executive Branch Staff. I met him at Colonial Inauguration and we talked about 
the GW Debate Team, and I knew that he would be an asset to the students at 
GW. I would still like to have him on board. I hope that Rodney will not allow a 
mishap in paperwork to hinder his ability to serve the students. No organization 
that consists of 17,000 members will be without its complications. 

I realize that a mistake was made, and the students have my promise that it 
will not happen again. But, we must all come together to serve the students’ 
interests. I would like to urge Rodney, the freshman class and all GW students 
to keep the faith and help out. 

We, the students, have a lot invested in this institution. Our voice in the admi- 
nistration is very important. We cannot afford to allow even one student to slip 
through the cracks. Now that I am aware of some paperwork problems in the 
Senate, I will do everything possible to aid the process. The more our students 
are involved, the more we can achieve.

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LGBA plans events 
for Coming Out Day

The Lesbian Gay Bisexual Alliance is 
sponsoring events next week to encour- 
age students to “come out” in order to 
increase the level of understanding 
between gays and heterosexuals. 

The events will celebrate Monday’s 
National Coming Out Day. The week’s 
activities include bowling, a movie 
showing, shopping at Pentagon City 
mall and discussion groups. 

“As far as long term goals of this 
event, the LGBA hopes to educate the 
non-lesbian, gay and bisexual popula- 
tion but it also serves to create a safe 
environment to come out to their selves, 
their friends or their families,” LGBA 
Executive Chair Meryl Hooker said. 

Hooker said that in the coming out 
process “it helps to know that there are 
people that support you.” 

First celebrated in 1988, National 
Coming Out Day marks the anniversary 
of the 1987 Gay Rights March. The 
event is now held in all 50 states and 
abroad. 


“As the first heterosexual officer of 
LGBA, I feel that National Coming Out 
Day is a time for straight people to 
support gays, lesbians, bisexuals and 
transgenders,” said LGBA social chair- 
person Amy Siegel. “When they come 
out, they are just as normal as they have 
always been.” 

Hooker said that by staying in the 
closet, homosexuals perpetuate nega- 
tive stereotypes. “Lesbians, gays and 
bisexuals have begun to understand the 
power of coming out,” Hooker said. 
“The silence perpetuates misunder- 
standings of what it means to be lesbian, 
gay or bisexual. It perpetuates homo- 
phobia, and it perpetuates the idea that 
gay, lesbian and bisexual people do not 
exist,” Hooker said. She noted that the 
price that community pays is 
“enormous.” 

Adam Boenning, LGBA finance 
chair, said the group gave out more than 
275 support buttons. 

“When a queer has a face it changes 
their outlook — it helps individuals to 
get in touch with our homophobia, our 
prejudice,” Hooker said. 


GW cola wars prompt 
dining board action

The Joint Dining Services Board 
voted unanimously Monday to ask 
University administrators to consider 
the dining board in future food-service 
business decisions. 

The resolution came in response to 
students’ concerns about the Univer- 
sity’s exclusive contract with PepsiCo 
Inc. The contract signed this summer 
gives Pepsi the exclusive right to sell its 
products on campus except in the Smith 
Center, where Coca Cola still has adver- 
tising and pouring rights. 

The board’s main complaint was the 
way the contract was handled, said 
Matthew Christopher, the student 
representative from the Crawford Hall 
council. 

“The issue is not so much Pepsi over 
Coke. The University made a business 
decision without getting any student 
input,” he said. 

JDSB Vice Chairman Neil Richards, 
who introduced the resolution, also 
stressed that “the dining board was not 
even considered in this decision. We 


were told of it as a fait accompli." He 
noted that many students have come to 
him concerned about not being able to 
buy Coca Cola-distributed products in 
any campus store. 

Sharon Potter, executive director of 
the Procurement and Supply Depart- 
ment, said the formal contract will be 
finalized when lawyers from both sides 
agree on the terms. 

“Pepsi provided us with a letter of 
intent, so they could come in and be set 
up by the time the students returned,” 
Potter said. She added that this decision 
was based “on the students’ best inter- 
ests, not merely on financial gain.” 

Dining board Chairman Anthony 
Aoude agreed with Potter. “The Univer- 
sity made a business decision without 
consulting (the dining board), but they 
did it with the students’ best interests in 
mind,” Aoude said. “Whenever the 
contract is finalized, the students will 
see marked increases not only in scho- 
larships, but programming as well.” 

The board will send the letters to the 
vice presidents about their feelings on 
the decision Thursday, Richards said.

Bluntly put, rap show 
rages out of control

T o have a hit these days, you have to listen to what’s popular — and then 
make it better. Unrest has done just that with its new album Perfect Teeth 
(4AD).

I f you thought something was 
missing at Sunday night’s House 
of Pain performance, you were 
right.

Stafford said officers arrested 
O’Connor and transported him to the 
MPD precinct. He was charged with 
disorderly conduct and simple 
assault, she said. 

The second officer was treated for 
minor injuries at the GW Medical 
Center.

Catherine's wheels get chromed

B odies slamming into each other and glasses, under- 
wear and small people flying through the air. Location: 
Seattle, Wash. Band: Catherine Wheel. The song? A 
ballad. 

That didn’t stop me. I dove right into the middle and got 
bulldozed by a security guard who banished me until the end 
of the set. This explains why I so happily volunteered to 
review Catherine Wheel’s newest release Chrome instead of 
screaming, “No thank you — I’m flunking out, my bathroom 
doorfelloffthismomingandlreallydon’thavethetime. . .” 

From the start, Catherine Wheel invokes the feeling of 
sinking further and further into mind-numbing depression. 
“Five years of nothing good / still screaming / shout the 
secret’s out / deep, distant, pure ...” The cause is unre- 
quited love and all the wonderfully hellish experiences that 
stem from it. 

Whining like Morrissey on a particularly interesting trip, 
the band’s sound consists of heavy guitar over distorted 
vocals that alternately plead and rage about fulfillment or 


lack thereof. The strong persistent beat that changes little 
from song to song is the only detrimental element in the over- 
all flow of the tape, particularly in “I Confess” and “Half 
Life.” 

Otherwise, Catherine Wheel’s often poignant misery plays 
out like a tragic story with an eerie lyrical copy of Nine Inch 
Nails. All the feeling, only way softer. Lines like “Pain / too 
much is not enough,” sung in a trembling voice, demonstrate 
the ultimate goal of emotional fragility in the tape’s tone. 

At the same time, Catherine Wheel’s descriptive range 
runs through an entire gamut of emotional images. In one of 
the album’s headliner songs, “Crank,” confusion and frustra- 
tion is apparent as the words cry out, “I’m tired of sleeping / 
so surreal / my conscience is clear / I build my canopy of 
steel / it pervades my sense of real ... in this small 
partition / like a prison / explodes.” 

Of course the best thing about all this misery is that no 
matter how far down you are, it is always nice to know that 
someone commiserates and expresses it a hell of a lot more 
eloquently then you do.

about 200,000 students and alumni, also 
discussed involving their university 
administrators. “I think we are really 
going to shake them up if we could get 
our universities involved,” GW’s SA 
President Scott Adams said, comment- 
ing on the amount of money George- 
town and GW spend in the District. 

The representatives from George- 
town and American universities said 
their administrations would remain 
neutral on the bill because each are 
trying to win support for controversial 
construction projects on their campuses. 

No date has been set for the council to 
vote on the bill, said Margaret Gentry, 
spokeswoman for Council member 
John Ray (D-At Large), who wrote the 
bill. 

The bill was introduced to clarify 
conflicting regulations and to protect 
neighborhoods against the spread of 
group homes, Ray said.

GW purchases house 
to consolidate offices 
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The University purchased a former 
rooming house on the comer of 21 st and 
F streets as part of its plan to consolidate 
and streamline various academic 
departments on campus. 

“We’re working through our migra- 
tion plan,” said Scott Cole, associate 
vice president for business. “We want to 
put as many people in a department as 
possible in a contiguous office setting,” 
he said. 

The University hopes to renovate and 
restore many of the private properties, 
mostly townhouses on campus, in order 
to expand the amount of academic office 
space on campus, Cole said. 

“Once we start renovating the space,” 
Cole said, “we want to move people into 
it as quickly as possible.” He also said 
the move would benefit both students 
and staff by defining a single space 
where an entire department could have 


offices. 

Several academic departments now 
have offices in different buildings, and 
many professors have offices that are far 
from their department’s main offices. 

Cole said it is uncertain which off • 
or departments will move first, or even 
where departments will be rehoused. 
“We’re evaluating space limitations and 
options right now,” he said. 

In addition to the renovation of vari- 
ous private homes on campus, the 
former University Inn, on G Street, will 
also be used for office space. The 
University also plans to add a Health 
and Wellness Center and possibly a new 
residence hall on undeveloped land it 
holds on 23rd Street and 24th and G 


streets.

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Peace Corps recruits 
students for program 


Forty-two GW students applied to 
volunteer for the Peace Corps so far this 
year, recruiter Chris Impellitteri said. 

Almost all the GW volunteers are 
students who will be placed in an agri- 
cultural program abroad, one of the 
main areas the Peace Corps is targeting, 
Impellitteri said. 

The Peace Corps has focused its 
recruiting efforts on scarce skill areas 
such as agriculture or practical experi- 
ence, he said. “Countries are demanding 
far higher levels of education in the 
volunteer field as well as for pre-service 
training,” Impellitteri said. 

The majority of GW volunteers have 
degrees in business administration, 
while some have degrees in environ- 
mental studies and liberal arts. But, 
Impellitteri said, the volunteers have 
practical experience in the agriculture 


and therefore qualify for the program. 

Impellitteri said 38 percent of Peace 
Corps volunteers are stationed in Africa, 
the Peace Corps’ main area of concent- 
ration. Other areas include the Asian 
Pacific region, Europe and the Middle 
East, in addition to Central America, 
South America and the Caribbean. 

Impellitteri is a former volunteer who 
was stationed in Burundi, in East Africa, 
for two years. He worked with an inland 
fisheries project. “It is a wonderful 
experience. It changed my life,” he said. 

The Peace Corps was established in 
1961 to provide trained people power to 
countries in need and to create a better 
understanding between Americans and 
the countries they serve, Impellitteri 
said.

Tennis teams swing 
at pre-season sets

Juniors Lisa Shafran and Karina 
Ramirez teamed up in the Intercollegi- 
ate- Tennis Association (ITA) Clay 
Court Championship in Jackson, Miss., 
this past weekend. Shafran and 
Ramirez, together with senior Yann 
Auzoux, gave the GW tennis team a 
boost even before their season began. 

Ramirez and Shafran played in the 
doubles main draw as well as competing 
as singles in the qualifying round. 
Auzoux also competed in the main draw 
on the men’s side. 

Ramirez and Shafran lost their tough 
opening round match to a Syracuse 
University team (6-2, 6-4). Ramirez 
also lost her first-round singles match, 
falling in straight sets, but she then went 
on to win her first-round consolation 
match. 

Shafran held on to the first set of her 
match, forcing it to go to three sets. Her 
opponent went on to win the 
tournament. 

On the men’s side, things were also 
tough. Auzoux dropped his first-round 
match to a Razor Back in straight sets. 

Although all three players were new 
to the tournament, certainly none of 
them are new to GW tennis. Shafran and 
Ramirez both helped lead the women’s 
team to back-to-back Atlantic 10 titles, 


while they ranked 46th and 54th respec- 
tively in the ITA national rankings last 
year. Auzoux, a native of France, 
became the first Colonial tennis player 
to compete at the NCAA championship. 
He also ranked as high as 82nd nation- 
ally last season. 

The men’s tennis team also had some 
pre-season action last weekend at the 
West Virginia University All- 
Conference Tennis Classic. The team 
made a good effort as Mike Dowd 
placed third in the third-seed bracket 
winning his final match (7-5, 2-6, 6-3). 

Roni Biron also had a fantastic 
weekend playing into the third round 
where he forced his opponent into two 
tie breakers, although he dropped both. 

In addition, the Colonial women 
played at the D.C. Metro this weekend. 
The A team doubles placed first in their 
bracket winning their final match (6-4, 
6-0). Both Sylvie Fleurian and Ellen 
Novoseletsky played well throughout 
the tournament but were eventually 
defeated. 

The women’s team will travel to the 
Eastern Championships Oct. 8 to 10 
where they will be seeded second or 
third out of eight teams. The men are 
headed to Princeton to play in their East- 
ern Championship in which they will be 
seeded between fourth to seventh, head 
coach Joe Mesmer said. 


Graduate student Scott Allen led the 
GW golf team to its second victory of 
the season at the Mount Saint Mary’s 
Invitational in Carroll Valley, Pa., Oct. 
4. 

“Before these last two tournaments, 
we haven’t won since I can remember,” 
head coach Keith Betts said. 


The Colonials shot an overall score of 
320 for the tournament, prevailing over 
the 12-team field. Gettysburg College 
came in second place, falling short of 
the Colonials by three shots. The 
University of Maryland-Baltimore 
County came in third place with 324 
shots, and Georgetown University 
placed fourth with 329 shots. 

Allen shot a remarkable 78, followed

Rob Duva found the third place spot for 
GW with 80. Bob Snyder rounded out 
the scoring for the team with a total of 83 
shots. 

Betts said the team has improved over 
the past years. Three years ago, the team 
was 12th in the tournament. Last year, 
they finished around third place. This 
year Betts managed to coach the Colo- 
nials team to a win. 

“We’ve been rotating around our 
players, and we’re still winning. It’s 
tremendous. We’re all very happy,” 
Betts said. 

The team will compete in the Eastern 
College Athletic Conference Southern 
Qualifier match Oct. 7 at the Fox Chase 
Country Club in Pennsylvania.
